municated in a letter from James Mott, of 
Philadelphia, to the editor of that paper. 


In this city, those who have fled for life 
and liberty are frequently taken up, and by| 
a summary process before a judge, sent back | 
in chains to wear the galling yoke of bond-| 
age; and we have reason to believe that 
sometimes those who are free by slave law, 
are arrested. A case has recently occurred, 
which excited more than usual interest, and 
I will attempt to give a brief statement of 
it. The case commenced about six weeks 
since, before Hopkinson, U.S. Judge for this 
district. Ruth Williams, of Prince George’s 
county, Maryland, claimed a man whom she 
called Isaac, but who is known in this city! 
as Wm. Stansbury, apparently about 45 
years of age, of sober, industrious habits, 
having a wife and several children. The 
claimant produced several witnesses, who 
were either connections or neighbors. They 
testified that Isaac run away about 1815, or 
1816—not before 1815—and although they! 
had nutseen him for more than 22 years, | 
they knew him at once; he was the identi-| 
cal man; that he had a scar on the forehead | 
produced by a burn, which was now to be) 
Seen, and which made them more sure.—| 
Some of these witnesses, on their cross-ex- | 
amination, refused to answer certain ques- | 
tions; and although they had no difficulty 
in remembering Isaac, whom they had not| 
seen for more than 22 years, yet they could | 
not pretend to recollect other facts, which} 
had occurred within a few weeks, or even| 
within 24 hours.
